RECITALS 

WHEREAS, EPI aiid EPIL are the owners of the entire rigiht, title and interest in certain 

patent rights; 

WHEREAS, Assignor and Assignee, together with certain of their respective Affiliates,

Patents identified on Schedule A to this Assignment. 

2. Assignment Assignor hereby sells, assigns, conveys, transfers and delivers to 
the Assignee, its successors and assigns, with fiiU title guarantee^ as fiilly and entirely as the same would 
have been held and enjoyed by Assignor if fliis sale, assignment, conveyance, transfer and delivery had 
not been made, and Assignee hereby purchases and acquires fi-om Assignor, (a) all of Assignor's right, 
title and interest in and to the North American Zonegran Patents, and (b) without limitation to the 



foregoing, all of Assignor's right, title and interest in and to any and all causes of action, claims, demands 
or oth^ rights occasioned from or because of any and all past, present and future infringement of any of 
the North American Zonegran Patents, including, without limitation, all rights to recover damages 
(including, without limitation, attorneys' fees), profits and injunctive or other relief for such hfiingement. 

3. Recordation . The Assignor herd)y autiiorizes the United States Commissioner of 
Patents and Trademarks, and as appropriate, the respective patent office or govemmmtal agency in each 
jurisdiction other than the United States, to record this Assignmeit and to issue any and all patents or 
certificates of invention which may be granted upon any of the North American Zonegran Patents in the 
name of Assignee, as the assignee to the entire interest therein. The Assignee shall have the right to file 
patent applications in any country based on the NcMlfa American Zonegran Patents.

this Assignment expand or enlarge any remedies under the Purchase Agreement including, without 
limitation, any limits on indemnification specified therein. This Assignment is intended only to effect the 
transfer of certain prq)erty transferred pursuant to the Purchase Agreement and shall be governed entirely 
in accordance with the tarms and conditions of the Purchase Agreement.
